In the light of Sunday’s develop­ 
ments, however, this corner defies 
anyone to come up with a reason­ 
able, logical analysis. 
For those who insist on analysis, 
however, here is the situation: 
In the National league the New 
York Giants, who were not supposed 
I to make the first division, are in 
! first place, having lost their first 
game in six starts to Brooklyn Sun­ 
day, 10-9. 
The Cincinnati Reds, 
favored to repeat for tile pennant, 
are next to last and attained that 
eminence only by winning their last 
two games, including a 7-3 job on 
the Pittsburgh Pirates Sunday. 
A. L. Not So Strange 
In the American league, barring 
the presence of the scorned Boston 
Red Sox in first place with a record 
cf five wins and no losses, things are 
not quite so strange. After all the 
Cleveland Indians and the New' York 
Yankees are figured to run one-two 
either way you name ’em, and at 
the m om ent they’re running two- 
three. 
Enough of such trivia, however, 
let us rather delve into the dark 
adventures which befell fourteen 
supposedly major league baseball 
teams on a Sunday afternoon (the 
St. Louis Browns and Chicago White 
Sox got off easy—it was so cold in 
Chicago they couldn’t play). 
In the National league there were 
four games. 
These produced, says 
the adding machine, 62 runs. IOO 
hits, 16 errors and 27 pitchers, or 
an average of 15 runs, 25 hits, four 
errors and seven pitchers per each. 
There were three games in the Am- 


ers, also an average per game of far 
too many. 
In both leagues there was only 
one pitcher able to go nine Innings. 
He was the Yankees’ Red Ruffing, 
who gave the Athletics IO hits but 
got such stupendous support from 
his mates he could have pitched ’em 
underhand. 
This support took in 
three homers, two by Joe Gordon 
and one with the bases full by Joe 
DiMaggio; 
six straight hits and 
eight rpns in the fifth, and a six- 
run ninth. 
The score was 19-5, and the victim 
Chubby Dean, who had humbled 
the Yanks in their home opener but 
lived to regret it. 
Cleveland Beats Tigers 
The best pitching, however, was a 
two-man, six-hit job by Mel H arder 
and Joe Heving, who heaved the 
Indians to a 4-2 verdict ever the 
Detroit Tigers. The other American 
league game was a mauling m atch 
which the Red Sox won from the 
Washington Senators, 14-8. 
In the Senior oircuit things were 
even better, or worse. The Dodgem 
and Giants drew a record Polo 
Grounds crowd of 56,314, and every 
man got his money's worth, w hat 
with five Homers, two by Mel O tt; 
nine pitchers, and the winning run 
scored from second by Dolph Camilli 
after the Giants' Babe Young had 
hit Alex Kampouris in the head 
while trying to force the Brooklyn 
infielder at second. 
There were at least two homers 
in each of the other national league 
games, The Phils got two, but one 
in the 10th by Babe Dahlgren paid 
off for the Boston Bees in a 7-5 
victory; Linus Frey and Harry C raft 
hit for the circuit in the Reds’ con­ 
quest of the Pirates, and the Chi­ 
cago Cubs needed three to beat the 
St. Louis Cardinals, ll-IO, though 
it was an outfield fly th a t finally 
drove in the deciding run in the 
tenth inning.

Devoted and Courageous 
“No tribute which the m em bership 
could possibly pay them would bal­ 
ance the sum of devoted and cour­ 
ageous conduct of these soldiers of 
the Associated Press.” 
The general m anager said th a t no 
previous year in the history of news- 
gathering and news photo coverage 
had imposed more difficult responsi­ 
bilities on editors, reporters and 
photographers. 
“Two special phases of the dom es­ 
tic news effort were of continuing 
concern to the m anagem ent,’’ Cooper 
reported. 
“One was the develop­ 
m ent of American diplom atic and 
defense policies, the other was the 
national political campaign. 
Keeping the AP Non-PartLsan 
‘Having in m ind the serious con­ 
sequence which m ight result from 
any popular misconception of the 
true state of national preparedness, 
executives and staff sought stu ­ 
diously for realistic reporting of 
every development. 
The political 
cam paign despite its unusual aspects 
and the intense antagonism s which 
made it historic, was reported so ob­ 
jectively th a t criticism was alm ost 
non-existent, even from the m ost 
partisan sources. To this result the 
entire domestic staff contributed.” 
Noting th a t he named not a single 
individual 
in his report, Cooper 
said th a t “if justice prevailed, they 
would all have to be named, for 
each contributed something to the 
result.”

Rolled out onto Clover airport for

wings, probably late this week, the 
B-19 poised like a dragon fly* on an 
an t hill—an ant hill swarming with 
6-feet men who looked tiny from the 
top of the rudder, 42 feet, 9 inches 
above the ground. 
Seven 
hundred 
thousand 
m an 
hours went into construction of the 
new giant of the airways, which was 
built to fly 7,750 miles nonstop—a 
distance equivalent to Berlin and 
back. 
T he bomber has a wing spread of 


212 feet, an overall length of 132 
feet. 
It has a top speed of 210 miles an 
hour, cruising speed of 186. 
Douglas didn’t disclose the cost of 
the B-19 but it spent $2,500,000 on 
the DC-4—the largest previous land 
plane which was 98 feet long and 24 
feet high and had a 138-foot wing 
spread—maybe th a t’ll give you an 
idea. 
The DC-4 was sold to the 
Japanese government and reports 
say it cracked up in Nippon. 
The B-19 fairly bristles with gums 
but the number is a m ilitary secret. 
Its bomb capacity is 18 tons. 
Its empty weight is nearly 42 tons. 
Loaded to capacity it can carry a n ­ 
other 41 tons. 
It requires a normal 
flight crew of IO. 
It can be equipped as a transport 
to carry 125 fully arm ed men. 
Four W right duplex-cyclone m o­ 
tors generate 8,000 horsepower.
